The ratepayers of the town would do 
well to lay all prejudices aside and con 
sider carefully the finencial condition of 


the town. Our taxes now are about as 


high as they possibly can be. In fact 
they are so high that they have become 
a burden. There is still some three 


thousand dollars due the town simply 
because the people have not the money 
topay their taxes. It seems advisable 
then, at least to a good many, that the 
uppleasant situation could be greatly re 
lisved by borrowing a portion of the 
money required, extending the pay ments 
over a term of \ ears. 


It does not how 


ever workout just thet wav. There is 
the great danger of spreading out more 
than we can gather in. Take the esti 
mates for this year -some &3,800 is voted 
for fixed purpose (including our interest 
and debenture payments) and the large 


sum of 8500 goes to town improvements. 


In other words out of every 81800 spent | 


only 81.00 goes to improvements proper 
while 817.00 goes fur the other purposes. 
Now granting that the 1909 council will 
be as econonical and efficient as the sit 
ting ceuncil and that we borrow say 
$10,000 this year (in order to let our chil 
dren have an opportunity of contributing 
to the cost of the vast permanent im 
provements constantly being made) they 
will have the interest and the principal 
on the $10,000 to pay next year in addi 
tion to the 88,800. That means that the 
fixed sums are increasing with leaps and 
bounds, while the assessment is more 
likely to decrease than increase. And 
if the next council increase the running 
expenses in the same ratio as the present 
council it is very doubtful if enough 
money can be raised next year to meet 
running expenses aluve. We can get 
along very nicely without any improve- 
wents than should properly be 
made out of current revenue, and then 
we will not be adding additional interest 
to a burden already too heavy for most 
afus to bear.

The spreading over sys- 
ten) sounds well but works havoc. About 
$4,500 is the balance owing on the drain 
and tbe council has the power to borrow 
it. Why then do they want 87,000 in- 
stead of 84,500? Dothey want to quietly 
apply it on.the old deficit of over 87,300? 
Perhaps they do. Would it not be much 
the exact amount re- 
quired for the drain, then the public will 
always know what the drain cost and 
how it was paid for. The ratepayer is 
entitled to this information; and borrow 
enough money to liquidate the deficit of 
over $7,3C0 that the 1906 council left. 
The public will then ktiow that this de 
ticit was a reality and they will know the 
manner io which it must ve paid. To 
sum up the council will borrow on drain 
debenture $4,500, to liquidate the old 
debt 87,300, and collect the outstanding 
taxesvof 83.200. Tis will give them the 
$15,000 to piy their note at the bank. 
This proves conclusively there is only 
34,500 due on the drain, and that the de 
ticit of 87,300 was there at December 31st 
1906, and is still there. In tbe light of 
these facts it is up to every ratepayer to 
protect his own interests by 
that the money be used for 
borrowed.

CAUSE OF OTTAWA FIGHT. 


Aylesworth’s Obnoxious Election 
Bill an Attempt to Punish Con- 
servative Provinces Destroys 
Provincial Rights and Secrecy 
of the Ballot —Introduced by 
Aylesworth but Devised by Sif- 
ton — Sir Wilfrid the Chief Ob- 


structor of Government Busi- 
ness. 


Ottawa, June 15, 1908.—The public | 
justly desires a plain statement concern 
ing the struggle at Ottawa over the} 
Aylesworth Election Bill. | 

In the fourth month of the session, Mr. 
Aylesworth introduced his Bill to amend | 
the Election Act, being the Bill promised | 
at the opening of three successive ses | 
sions, and after the Conservative Bill for 
election reform had been introduced by 
Mr. Alcorn. The Conservative Bill is; 
directed against fraud and corruption, 
and does not touch Provincial control of | 
the franchise or voters’ lists in any prov 
luce. 

Two Vicious Features. 

The Alesworth Bill contains two feat 

ures on which the whole contest Lurps. 


provinces the control of their election 
lists and gives it to partisan appointees 
of the Dominion Government, to be exer 
cised when the campaigo is in progress. 
The other destroys the secrecy of the 
vote by providing that ballots numbered 
or marked by returuing offcers shall be 


counted, 


The last mentioned feature does not 
need discussion, but will be condemned 
op its face. It simply authorizes and 
encourages such election frauds as were 


exposed in the London conspiracy case. 


As the Bill Reads. 


The other feature is set forth in Clause 


io and Quebec, pot wunicipally organiz 
ed, and in the whole of Manitoba and 
British Columbia “Voters’ lists shall 
prepared immediately afier the issue of 
time

an) writ for av election 
when the Goveruor-io council so directs; 
and for the purpose of preparing and 
giving effect to such voters’ lists the 
Governor in-council may appoint all nec- 
essary officers and confer upon them all 
necessary powers.” It also declares that 
“po person whose name is not included 
in the voters’ list so prepared and revised 
shall be entitled to vote.” 


Who Did It and When? 


As to Quebec and Ontario the obvious 
purpose is to gather io the vote of tran- 
sient labourers on the Transcontinental 
and to authorize “bush polls.” British 
Columbia and Maoituba, especially the 
latter, are sentenced to discrimination 
and loss of political rights because they 
bave driven the machine Liberals from 
power.
